The extensive use of visual and auditory 
aid poses some security problems: also, the use of language instruc- 
tors with limited clearances will further complicate our planning. 


25X1A9a S- ER is verticvlarly disturbed by the present poor 
teaching facilities in the 1000 Glebe Road Building. The lecture 
rooms are small and irreruler, and the ceilings are low. It is 


impractical to use certain teaching aids in some of these roons.

5+ They have no concent of the chanses which may be forth- 
coming in the structure of OTR. With a new director on board, 
indications of change are already evident, Also, with the antic~ 
ipated Clandestine Service shiit to more external clandestine opera- 
tions and a declining use of the cT system, which still involves 
group training in OTR Buildings, a change is certainly in the offing. 
More OTR officgB will have to instruct in safehouse arrangements 
working with singletorg or very small groups, instead of groups of 
20 to 40. This could reduce some of the overall requirements in 
any new OTR facilities,
